Police dragged the north branch of the 
Chicago river last night for the body of 
Rocco Nigro, a salesman, following a sensa- 
tional leap the gap automobile accident 
on the North Halsted street bascule bridge. 
Nigro was found to have vanished after 
the automobile in which he was riding had 
perched itself on the elevated end of the 
bridge, as it swung high in the air to allow the 
passage of a river boat. 
The automobile clung to the top of the 
bridge by its front wheels. The car had 
mounted to the top of the rising bridge while 
its driver, Charies Bakes, worked frantically 
over the brakes. , 
Bakes held his seat at the wheel of the 
car and was slowly lowered back to the level 
of the street. 


his wagon to a stop at the bridge approach, 
saw the speeding automobile sweep out on to 
the bridge just as it was going up. He saw 
the machine mount the ever rising incline 
and then come to a stop at the pinnacle. 


Says Body Fell Into River. 
Then,“ he said, “I saw a dark object—I 
know it was a body—pitch up into the air from 
the back seat of the auto. It described an arc 
in the air and dropped out of view, over the 
edge of the bridge.“ 
William O'Donnell, motorman of a south 
bound Halsted street car, told the police that 
he saw a man on the running board of the 
machine just before it reached the top. The 
man fell from the machine just before it 
came to a stop, according to O’ Donnell, but he 
did not see aim fall into the water. 

Bakes, who fs a chauffeur for Michael Ia- 
russi, 720 West Taylor street, owner of the 
ear, was driving south on Halsted street 
with Nigro in the tonneau. Nigro was 45 
years old, a salesman, and lived at 802 South 
Center avenue. Bridgetender William Me- 
Hugh, who operated the north span of the 
bridge, says that the machine approached 
the bridge going at a high rate of speed. 
“The farmer's wagon was standing on the 
west side of the street at the edge of the 
bridge,“ said McHugh, after the accident. 
The electric bell was ringing and the red 
light was flashing its warning. I had just 
turned on the power and the bridge was just 
starting up. 


Machine Went Right On.“ 

On the approach end the floor of the 
bridge had sunk about a foot below the level 
of the street, when the automobile swung 
out into the middle of the street and went 
over the edge of the Approach The drop of 
a foot to the floor of the moving bridge did 
not seem to stop it, 

It just went right on up to the end of the 
bridge, which was then pretty high. Here 
the two front wheels went over the edge, 
and the machine stopped there. I stopped 
the bridge immediately and signaled my 
partner who operated the other span. His 
span was higher than mine. He brought his 
down and it struck the front of the machine. 
I thought it was going to slide down be- 
tween the two spans into the water. Then 
we tried it again. 

He got his span down first, and | lowered 
mine, so that the machine came down with 
its front wheels on one span and its rear 
wheels on the other.“ 


Couldn’t See Warning Light. 
Bakes, after the accident, went tothe West 
Chicago avenue police station. 

We were not going so fast,“ he said. “I 
didn’t hear the bells ringing at the bridge 
approach, and I couldn't see either the 
Warning light or the bridge going up be- 
cause the farm wagon standing at the bot- 
tom was in the way. I turned out to pass it. 
I didn't know the bridge was going up until 
the car dropped that foot or foot and a half. 
Then I put on the brakes just in time to stop 
her on the brink. 

I don’t know what happened to Nigro, or

to a stop up there in the air I looked around 
and saw his bat on the seat—that’s all 1 
know about it.

No Policeman at Bridge. 

The bridge is not eqpipped with gates or 
chains at the approaches, but does have 
bells and a warning red light, which wit- 
nesses said were ringing and lighted several 
minutes before the bridge started to rise. 
There was no policeman at the bridge.

Jack Marooney, Police Char- 
acter, Believed Connected 
with Garfield Park Theft. 


BANKERS OFFER REWARD. 


Jack Marooney, a source of annoyance to 
the police for many years, is being sought 
in connection with the holdup of Warring- 
ton McEvoy, an 18 year old messenger em- 
ployed by the Garfield Park State Savings 
bank, yesterday morning. 

The Illinois Bankers’ association, through 
Richard L. Crampton, its secretary, last night 
offered a reward of $1,000 for arrest and con- 
viction of the thieves. 

The robbery was perpetrated by four men 
in an automobile. The loot originally con- 
sisted of $10,000 worth of checks and other 
valuable papers and $4,600in currency. Three 
hours after the robbery the messenger's 
satchel with the checks and papers intact 
was found inthe uncompleted private garage 
in the rear of a new residence at 1243 Inde- 
pendence boulevard. This was a mile away 
from the scene of the robbery. 

The ultimate loss to the bank is only $600, 
as $4,000 of the currency was covered by 
what the bank officials term “ holdup insur- 
ance - protection against just such oc- 
currences. 

Benjamin Cosgrove, 1020 South Fairficld 
avenue, was taken into custody by the po- 
lice of the Warren avenue station last night. 
He denied knowledge of the robbery other 
than what he had read in newspapers. He is 
being held. 


Think Marooney Knows of Crime. 
Marooney is suspected for two reasons. 
First, because certain detectives assert that 
he has been seen in the neighborhood of 
the bank almost daily for the last week. 
Second, because the messenger and a couple 
of witnesses picked out Marooney’s picture 
from & group that was submitted for their 
inspection from the identification bureau. 
The police are not charging Marooney with 
actual participation in the robbery, but are 
exceedingly anxious to have him explain 
his presence around Madison street and For- 
tieth avenue. Lieut. Maurice Moore remain +d 
until late at the West Lake street station 
Swaiting for tidings from two detectives he 
sent to search the vicinity of Eighteenth 
and State streets and Eighteenth street and 
Wabash avenue, where Marooney hangs 
out. 


How the Robbery Occurred. 

It was exactly 9 o'clock when the boy mes- 
senger stepped from the bank at 4004 West 
Madison street and crossed to the south side 
of that thoroughfare to board an eastbound 
car that would bring him to the Continental 
and Commercial National bank, where the 
Garfield institution cleared. McEvoy was 
carrying his satchel in his left hand and hold- 
ing his nickel in his right hand. 

He had been making that trip daily ever 

since the bank opened for business last 

May, and there was nothing out of the ordi- 

nary to excite his suspicions. Suddenly, he 

was touched slightly on the left side of the 

face. He turned. As he did so two men 

reached simultaneously for the bag. 

The boy offered what resistance he could, 

and then received from the third bandit a 

stinging blow on the left cheek that nearty 

knocked him down. This jolt caused him to 
relinquish his hold on the satchel. Imnic- 

diately the trio boarded their automobile— 

a five seated Ford—and sped west. 


Car Ready at Hand, 
Investigation later disclosed the fact that 
the machine had previously been stationed 
immediately in front of the bank on the north 
side of Madiaon street. 

Along Madison street the fleeing robbers 
dashed to Forty-second avenue. Here they 
proceeded south two blocks to Wilcox ave- 
nue. On Wilcox they doubled back east for a 
half mile, approximately, to Independence 
boulevard, and went south on that thorough- 


and drove a half block to the first alley east 
of Independence street, and they went south 
in this alley to the new garage. The door 
was open about eighteen inches. Without 
leaving the machine one of the bandits 
tossed in the satchel minus the currency and 
the machine continued south along the alley 
| to Thirteenth street, where all trace of it 

was lost. 

That the robbers were thoroughly familiar 
with the neighborhood is indicated by the 
route they took. It is the best that could 
have been selected to lose any purauer. 
The alley east of Independence boulevard 
: has all the of being a blind

Twelfth street. About 200 feet from the 
street it runs in an L shape toa poimt farther 
east. No one who did not know would pick 
such an alley as an avenue of flight. 


Finds the Empty Satchel, 

W. J. Maus, a steamifitter, entered the 
garage to get some pipe fittings at 11:55 and 
found the opened satchel. He knew nothing 
about the bank robbery, but saw at a glance 
that something was wrong. 

He called to a fellow steamfitter, M. J. 
Burns, and the two soon convinced them- 
selves that the satchel and contents were 
the property of the Garfield bank. Maus 
phoned to the institution and learned that 
a robbery had been committed. He kept 
possession of the satchel until the bank offi- 
cials sent a policeman for it. Cashier Arthur 
A. Marquart, after a hasty examination, an- 
nounced that only the $4,600 in currency wag 
missing. 

McEvoy, who lives with his widowed moth- 
er at 3137 Flournoy street, is held blameless 
by his superiors, as well as by the police, 


J. c. O'CONNOR IN JOLIET JAIL;. 
$250,000 FORGERIES CHARGED. 


Real Estate Man Alleged to Have 
Victimized Widows and Farmers— 
Catholic Church Loses $30,000. 


Joliet, III., Sept. 11.—[Special.]—James C. 
O’Connor, reputed one of the wealthiest men 
in Joliet, was arrested late Wednesday night 
on four warrants charging larceny, fraud, 
forgery, and uttering forged notes. 

His arrest resulted in a panic among his 
hundreds of clients. The majority of the 
clients are retired farmers and widows who 
had intrusted him with the amount of their 
insurance policies. It has developed that all 
will lose their entire fortunes, the total 
amount approximating $250,000. 

Bernard Burns lost every cent he had— 
$25,900. He discovered O’Connor also had 
mortgaged the Burns home without his 
knowledge. Burns is 70 years old and has a 
wife and two unmarried daughters. He 
frantically searched the city yesterday for 
O’Connor and declared he would kill : 
Late last night ten clients of O’Connor’s 
rushed to his office threatening to kill him. 
O’Connor was warned by a friend and fled to 
the Will county jail for refuge, where he gave 
himself up to the sheriff. 

Among those who will lose large amounts 
is the Corporation Sole of the Catholic Arch- 
bishop of Chicago, which will lose a total of 
$30,000 on money given the Joliet financier by 
the Catholic churches of Wilton Center, III.; 
Lockport, III., and the Polish Catholic church 
of the Holy Cross, Joliet. 

O'Connor was given a preliminary hearing 
in the justice court and was remanded to 
the county jail to await action of the grand 
jury in default of $10,500 bonds. His attor- 
ney, J. W. Darcy, declared he feared to fur- 
nish bonds because if O’Connor were seen on 
the streets his creditors would kill him. 

It is said O’Connor’s losses resulted from 
his speculation in stocks with his clients’ 
money. His relatives and employés declare 
that he has been insane for more than a year.

| Militant, Sailing from France, 
Will Be Held Up Before 


MUST EXPLAIN ACTIONS. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 11.—[Special.}]~— 
Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, the militant Eng- 
lish suffraget, who sailed today from France 
to the United States, will be held up at Ellis 
island on her arrival and compelled to appear 
before a special board of inquiry. 

When Mrs. Pankhurst arrives the immi- 
gration officials will have from the English 
government her full police court record ob- 
tained from the English gové#nment by the 
state department at the request of the depart- 
ment of labor. 


Must Explain Activity. 

It was learned today that the department 
has taken the matter up and intends to see 
that Mrs. Pankhurst shall go through an 
examination at Ellis island during which she 
will be asked to explain some of her acts 
abroad in connection with her political cam- 
paign. 

Some officials of the immigration service 

believe Mrs. Pankhurst could be deported 
‘gas an anarchist and she will be questioned 
as to her beliefs concerning orderly and civ- 
ilzed government. 
The department has been importuned by 
leading suffragists to indicate what it was 
going to do with Mrs. Pankhurst,’ but so far 
it has declined to commit itself beyond the 
statement that Mrs. Pankhurst would be 
treated as any other,alien. 


Receive Record of Actions. 

The department has been forwarded hun- 
dreds of clippings cdiling attention to Mrs. 
Pankhurst militancy, and the statement 
was made today that it considers these as 
sufficient to detain her. 

It Mrs. Pankhurst is detained she will be 
given quarters at Ellis island until the spe- 
cial board can meet and hear the evidence, 
and meanwhile the receptions arranged in 
her honor and her Chautauqua dates will 
have to be postponed. If the board decides 
against her she can appeal to the department

Gaynor’s Son Tells Tragedy. 
The news of the sudden death of Mayor 
Gaynor was sent by his son, Rufus W. Gaye 
nor, by wireless from the ship, relayed from 
Ireland by cable to New York. The mes- 
sage, addressed to Robert Adamson, the 
mayor's secretary, was received this morn- 
ing, and read: 

Father died on Wednesday at 1 o’clock. 
Death due to heart failure. Notify 
mother. R. W. GaYnror. 
Further details of Mr. Gaynor’s death are 
contained in a second message sent by hié 
gon tonight for publication. It read: 

My father, William Jay Gaynor, died 
on board the White Star liner Baltic ate 
seven minutes past 1 o'clock Wednes- 
day afternoon. His death was due to 
heart failure. He was sitting in his char 
when the end came. 

The deck steward had been with the 
mayor a few moments before his death 
and had taken his order for luncheon, 
the mayor marking the menu to indicate 
the dishes he desired. 

I was on the boat deck and went below 
at the lunch bell to tell my father that 
his lunch was ready. He had been ta- 
ing his meals in one of the staterooms 
and he was seated in his chair apparently 
asleep. I shook him gently, but he did not 
respond. 


Doctor’s Efforts in Vain. 

His trained nurse, who had been with 
him ten minutes previously, was sum- 
moned, and the ship's surgeon, DR 
Hopper, was called. The mayor was 
given a hypodermic injection and arti- 
ficial respiration was resorted to, but it 
was apparent that he was beyond any 
aid. An examination with a stethoscope 
showed that the heart was no longer 
beating. The body was taken in chargs 
by the ship's officers, erbalmed, and 
placed in a sealed casket. 

On the morning of his death the mayor 
arose at about 9 o'clock, and after @ 
hearty breakfast went on deck. He 
walked about the boat deck at frequent in- 
tervals, keeping in the sun, and he 
watched the men go through the fre 
drill. About ten minutes before 1 he dee 
scended to the promenade deck and went 
to his chair, remarking that he felt very 
well. 

During the voyage his health had stead- 
ily improved and his nervousness had de- 
creased noticeably. He took a great deal 
of interest in the run of the ship day by 
day, and he was particular to know just 
where the Baltic was when the chart was 
posted in the companionway each noon, 
On behalf of my mother, my family. 
and myself I wish to express publicly my 
deep gratitude to Capt. Ranson and his 
officers for their kindness, courtesy, and 
unfailing thoughtfulness, and to ac- 
knowledge my debt to the passengers 
for their most courteous consideration 
at all times in respecting the mayor's de- 
aire for privacy.

Elected to Supreme Court. 

Mr. Gaynor ‘was elected a justice of the 
Supreme court of New York in 1893 on a 
nomination given him by Republicans and 
Independent Democrats, was reé@lected i 
1907, but resigned to accept the nomination 
fot mayor of New York City, to which he was 
elected in November, 199. 

Mr. Gaynor's career as mayor of New 
York bore the imprint of his personality in 
many striking innovaticns. As he expressed 
it, I never quarreled with the organization 
leaders because I was too busy. I simply 
went on and did my work from day to day, 
and I kept their hands out of the public 
treasury.” 

Mayor Gaynor was a writer of many let- 
ters and attracted national attention by 
these and his policies. Prior to the Demo- 
cratic national convention at Baltimore in 
June, 1912, the mention of his name was fre- 
quent in connection with the Democratic 
nomination for president. He did not have 
the support of the Democratic organization 
in this state, however, and was not an active 
candidate for the honor.

Mr. Keeley in his testimony then de- 
scribes at some length what happened at 
the assault or killing referred to, and 
when asked if the guilty person was prose- 
cuted he said that he was never ar- 
rested, prosecuted, or indicted, and that 
no prosecution of any kind was made 
against him by complaint, indictment, 
or otherwise, by either Tue TRisune or 
its employés. 

Mr. Keeley in his testimony did not 
give the name of the man who committed 
the assault or killing.“ but stated that 
he was employed by Tus Cuicaco Tris-, 
UNE in its circulation department.

The facts in the case, which Mr. Hoyne 
could have secured long ago if he had de- 
sired any exact information on the subject, 
are simply these:

The decision upheld the argument of the 
New York corporation counsel who main- 
tained that the assembly when it impeached 
acted in a judicial and not a legislative ca- 
pacity and was properly in session. 

Arguments on the validity of the writ of 
habeas corpus were heard here Monday. The 
questions raised were: First, whether Gov. 
Sulzer was impeached; and, second, whether 
he was divested of his powers pending trial. 

The subject of impeachment,”’ says Judge 
Hasbrouck, like the power of a legislative 
body to punish for contempt, has a different 
character from a subject requiring the action 
of both branches of the legislature and the 
governor, in order that laws may be en- 
acted. 

The power conferred upon the assembly 
to impeach the governor is a judicial power. 
The power of impeachment, therefore, can- 
not be participated in by the governor nor 
senate, and therefore does not constitute a 
legislative subject.“ 


Holds Sulzer Has No Powers. 

Taking up the claim that even if properly 
impeached, disability does not fall upon the 
governor, Justice Hasbrouck discusses the 
contention that the law still presumes the 
innocence of the impeeched as follows: 

The presumption of innocence may still 
be claimed by the accused, but he is quite 
as effectively shorn of his power by this pro- 
vision (section 6 of article 4 of the state con- 
stitution), which needs no interpretation, 
and which is perfectly clear, as if a judg- 
ment of eviction had) been passed against 
him, unless he is acquitted. For what is 
disability following impeachment under this 
section, but suspension, and what is suspen- 
sion but removal from office? 

“It seems an unjustifiable and unreasen- 
able provision. However, full of or wanting 
in reason, the province of the court is only 
to say what the law is.”

INSANE MAN FOUND STARVING 
IN CELLAR; MISSING 40 DAYS. 


Patient in Kankakee Asylum Discov- 
ered by Plumbers Near Basement 
Drain Pipe—Water Only Sustenance, 


Kankakee, III., Sept. 11—John Robertson, 
a Chicago patient at the state hospital for 
the insane, unconscious and nearly starved, 
was found today in a forsaken room in the 
basement of the institution, where he has 
been hiding for forty days and nights. 

Robertson was found crouched at the foot 
of a rusty water pipe from which a drop of 
water fell every few minutes. This water, 
it is believed, is the only sustenance he 
has had since July 31, when he disappeared 
from one of the flelde in which he was work- 
ing. He was found by a party of plumb- 
ers who entered thre basement to repair the 
water pipes. 

Robertson was taken to a hospital and fed 
by artificial means. Supt. Michael Kelly de- 
clared that physicians believed there was 
gome chance of recovery. 

The room in which Robertson was found 
has been deserted for years and the doors 
are kept locked. Supt. Kelly has not yet 
learned how the patient gained admission.

One Witness Called Before Jury. 

On June 26 the case was called before the 
grand jury and nine witnesses were present 
in the antechamber of the grand jury rooms. 
prepared to tell the character of the hotel in 
which the girl was kept and give other’tewj- 
mony relative to the case. All of them were 
surprised when the assistant state’s attorney 
called only one witness and then dismissed 
the others. It was announced later that the 
grand jury had not haa enough evidence to 
warrant the return of an indictment. 

Mr. Lyle declares that the Geneva hotel 
is still in operation, although the proprietor 
has been found guilty in the municipal court 
of another charge. The Lyle letter includos 
a petition signed by sixty-nine Englewood 
residents. The petition reads: 

“We, the residents of the Third, Bighth, 
and Ninth precincts of the Thirty-first ward, 
residing near the building known as the 
Geneva hotel, 6109 Wentworth avenue, would 
respectfully pray that you would render us 
the assistance needed in suppressing this 
nuisance. It is certainly a disgrace to the 
city and a stench in the nostrils of decent peo- 
ple. 

Calls Hotel a Plague Spot. 
concerning the hotel Mr. Lyle writes: 
“For years this hotel has been a plague 

spotin Englewood. Many mothers have com- 
plained to the Englewood Law and Order 
league that their daughters have been taken 
there and ruined. One woman last fall called 
me to her home to advise ag to what could 
be done in the case where both of her daugh- 
ters, 14 and 16 years old, bad been ruined in 
the hotel. 

“The place has been raided many times 
by the potice and the proprietor prosecuted. 
The Englewood Law and Order league has 
spent considerable money to check vice in this 
place. 

„On one occasion Shaptro was fined $200 
and costs by Judge Fry after being convicted 
by a jury. Inmates taken from the place have 
been fined. 

“On April 6, 1013, according to the sworn 
affidavit and testimony in court of Loretta 
Siskind, the 15 year old daughter of Solomon 
Siskind, she was persuaded to leave the home 
of her father and go to the Geneve hotel, 
where che stayed three days, until the police 
raided the place and took her away. 


Hotel Man Offers Girl Money. 

The letter quoted the following from the 
Siskind girl's affidavit: 

„Mr. Shapiro said if I would stay there 
I would have a lot of money and pretty 
clothes and he wouldn't charge me anything 
for my room. I came into tire hotel on Sun- 
day morning, and the following Monday 
morning Mr. Shapiro came to my room be- 
fore I was dressed and lighted the gas and 
caught hold of me, offering me at the time a 
$5 bill. I refused to have anything to do 
with him. 

„The following Tuesday morning he came 
to my room and lighted the gas and offered 
me money. The next morning, which was 


my room, unlocked the door with a key from 
the outside, as he did the other two morn- 
ings, and agan offered me money. Whilel 
was at Shapiro’s hotel, on April 8, around 
half past 8 o’clock in the evening, two doc- 
tors whom I didn’t know came to the hotel. 
Mr. Shapiro told me to go out with the 
two doctors in the automobile, and said I 
would have a lot of fun. I went with them.“

Ep- 
stein was d barred two years ago and sen- 
tenced by Judge Landis to eighteen months 
in the Aura! penitentiary at Leavenworth, 
e ve subor nation of perjury in connec- 
tio Vith the bankruptcy case of Silver, who 
V in the fur business. 
Epstein was attorney for Silver during the 
bankruptcy proceedings. Silver aiso. was 
sentenced by Judge Landis to Afteen months 
+n, the same prison for perjury in connection 
with the bankruptey. 


Judge Demands Immediate Inquiry. 

Judge Landis’ ire was aroused and he or- 
dered an immediate examination into the 
charges. This led to one of the most unusual 
hearings ever held in a federal court. Judge 
Landis took under advisement a suggestion 
made by Assistant District Attorney Godman 
that Epstein is guilty of flagrant contempt 
of court and should be punished summarily." 

The examination disclosed that Epstein, 
while a convict, had opened and read letters 
exchanged between Silver, who also was a 
convict in the same prison, and his wife in 
Chicago. , 

Epstein read all my letters to my wife 
and all the letters my wife sent to me while 
I was in prison,“ aid Silver, who was 
brought into court asa witness. “‘ He knows | 
everything that was in those letters. ' 

“Thad a perfect right to open your lets 
ters,” said Epstein. L was a mail clerk, 
I had a right to read them.” 

This aroused Judge Landis’ ire. 

Do you mean to say. you pried into this 
man's letters and the letters he got from 
his wife? asked the judge. 

“ Yes, I did; I had a right to do it.”

Investors, Many of Them ‘Pier 
People, He Says, Are Entitled 
to Return on Money.

The major responsibility for American 
railroads not being on a parity with those 
of foreign countries as regards safety does 
not rest with managers or the stockholders 
but with those who have foisted upor the 
railroads ill advised, costly, pernicious; and 
esthetic laws, orders, and regulations,” said 
W. L. Park, vice president of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad, last night. He spoke at thean- 
nual banquet of the Roadmasters and Main- 
tenance of Way Association of America at 
the Auditorium hotel. The address of Mr. 
Park was the principal one of the evening. 


Montreal, Paul Hamilton, James Burke, G. 
E. Lindsay, Dr. J. S. Leseur, W. G. Garratt, 
and H. Scathard. William Shea, retitipg 
president, presided at the banquet. wile 
“I will compliment the practical track men 
on the part they have taken in building the 
American railroads,”’ said Mr. Park, calling 
attention to the fact that the operating o- 
cial is perhaps more irritated in these days 
of severe economy by the necessity of stint- 
ing the maintenance of way and at the same 
time paying out large sums of money for all 
sorts of freak requirements inflicted on the 
railroads; by rules, laws, and regulations, a 
greater part of which are nonsensical and not 
looking to real safety for the patrons of the 
railroad. 10 


Speaker Defends Wooden Cars. 

The practical railroad men know the or- 
der in which there should come about a 
bettering of the physical conditions. If a 
wreck occurs through a collision the ‘-would- 
be’ regulators immediately propose a pana- 
cea in the abolishment of wooden cara, al- 
though they do not knew as yet ta.whet ex- 
tent steel cara are preferabie. 

“If a flagman fails to do his duty, .auto- 
matic signais are to be forced by law regard- 
less of the fact that the road may not be 
paying dividends, and a maudlin publicsenti- 
ment excuses the real culprit. 

“If the block signals fail to-stop an en- 
gine there is a hue and ery for automatic 
control, although such a device has not yet 
been invented and is considered by practical 
railroad men to be impossible, as the re- 
sponsibility cannot be taken away frem the 
engineer. 

“We are paying out in maintenance of 
way, labor, and supervision about 8 per cent 
ot the gross earnings. There are paid out in 
claims and personal injury suits and og 
promises 3.5 per cent of the gross 
A, greater part ot the claims are fictitiods or 
exaggerated and would not obtain against 
any other corporation or an individual. . 


“ Thinks Millions Wasted. 

“ Millions of ‘dollars are being paid out in 
refinements of freight ear equipment, euch 
as a nice adjustment of the height of-cass, 
wrought iron brake wheels that are never 
used, instead of cast iron, leaders one 
corner of a car, and many other innevetions 
that do not go very far to prevent persenal 
injury:

Conference Committee of Con- 
gress Begin Real Fram- 
ing of Measure. 


WILSON ISSUES WARNING. 


Makes It Plain He Will Not Stand 
for Any Juggling of Clauses 
He Has Demanded.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 11.—([Specias.j— 
The real business of tariff making is now in 
progress. 

The committees appointed by the two 
houses to adjust the differences in the bills 
passed by each chamber have begun their 
labors. Ostensibly they are permitted only 
to consider items in dispute. If past prac- 
tice be followed—and up to this time the 


Democrats have pursued Republican tactics 


—numerous provisions accepted by both 
houses will be scrutinized with a view to 
modification. 

As under the rules in force the report of 
the conference committee must be voted on 
as a unit, it is apparent that whatever the 


‘ conferees do is certain of adoption. 


Committees Have Great Power. 

The people of the United States have lit- 
tle idea of the power enjoyed by conference 
committees. These bodies are in a position 
radically to alter legislation and by a refusal 
to agree even to kill it. By reason of the 
secrecy observed, the public can gain lit- 
tle knowledge of what the conferees do un- 
til the complete report finally is submitted, 
The report itself is drawn in such fashion 
that it takes a great deal of time and work 
to establish exactly what has been done. As 
it is the practice to rush the adoption of 
the, report the time is not available rorsena- 
tors and members to make the close study 

the importance of the subject deserves. 


Conferences a Necessity. 

It is, of course, true that under our sys- 
tem of government conferences between the 
two houses are necessary to arrange dif- 
ferences in bills passed on the same subject. 

Because of the protest which followed the 
manipulation of rates and the language of 
provisions in the Aldrich bill by the confer- 
ence committee which considered that meas- 
ure, the Democrats during the Taft admin- 
istration agreed to hold open conferences on 
the wool and other tariff bills which subse- 
quently were vetoed by President Taft. 

Unquestionably it was the expectation of 
the Taft veto that caused Congressman Un- 
derwood and other Democratic leaders to 
consent to open conferences. At those con- 
ferences the public was admitted, and the 
reasons for changes of rates or the language 
of provisions were freely set forth and dis- 
cussed by the conferees. 


Democrats Forget Reform. 

‘Now that the Democrats are in control of 
the government they have gotten over their 
spasms of reform and decided to settle their 
differences behind closed doors. The Re- 
publican and Progressive members of the 
conference committee will not be permitted 
to be present. 

When the Democrats have decided the 
various matters in dispute they will call 
in the representatives of the opposing par- 
ties and tell them they can accept their 
action or reject it, as they see fit. Hven 
Senator La Follette, who voted for the 

“Democratic bill, and who was appointed a 
conferee by Vice President Marshall because 
represented a different school of tariff 
ought” than etther the Republicans or 

e Democrats, will not be admitted to the 
secret conferences. 


„ Wilson Warns Against Treason. 
“Evidently President Wilson was apprehen- 
sive that an attempt might be made “to 
put something over,“ for this morning he 
gent for Senator Simmons and Congressman 
Underwood and told them plainly there 
must be no juggling with the fundamental 
principles of tariff reform which he has 
consistently advocated. 

Free sugar and free raw wool must be 

‘retained, and the “free market basket 
must be preserved. In line with the free 
market basket idea, the president said that 
the duty should be removed entirely from 
bananas. Both Simmons and Underwood 
agreed that such procedure was essential in 
view of the expectation of the country. 

As a matter of fact the differences between 
the two houses are comparatively few in 
number when the comprehensive character 
of the bill is considered. 

The provisions which will give the most 
trouble are those relating to the income 
ta x. cotton futures tax, and the prohibition 
ef goods manufactured by children under 
1 vears of age. 


Senate to Concede Points, 

The senate is expected to make the largest 
number of concessions, as it is to the interest 
of the leaders of the upper chamber to sat- 
jefy the demands of some of their Demo- 
eratic colleagues for the higher rates of the 
house Dill.

FORMER MATE OF M’WEENY.

Dead Poli¢eman Was Known in Every 
Big City in the Union. 


— — 


Police Lieutenant John Hanley. well known 

s » Sandy Hanley, died at his home, 3825 
Lexington street, yesterday of pneumonia. 
He had been ili about two weeks. 

Lieut. Hanley was one of Chicago's best 
known police officials and had the reputation 
of being one of the best thief-takers in the 
counfry. 2 

He was born at Syracuse, N. V., Jan. 29, 
1850, and Was appointed to the police force 
in 1880. He was elevated to the rank of lieu- 
tenant on Feb, 9, 1903, and in that capacity 
served at most of the important stations in 
Chicago. 

„Sandy Hanley was known to officials 
of all the large citics in the United States 
as a policeman feared and hated by crim- 
inals. 


Was Mate of McWeeny. , 

For many -years Hanley was a detective 
sergeant at the old Central and the mate of 
Chief of Police McWeeny. 

One of Hantey's most important bits of 
detective work was in the Snell murder case. 
He set the police of the civilized world to 
search for Willie Tascott, whom he fixed 
upon as the murderer of the millionaire, and 
for whose ¢apture a reward of $50,000 was 
offered, Snell was killed im his residence at 
Washington boulevard and Ada street on 
Feb. 8, 1888, No clew was discovered until 
four days later, when Hanley discovered a 
sweetheart of Tascott, who admitted the lat- 
ter had come to her room on the morning 
of the murder and had talked mysteriously 
of a banker being killed and robbed. Hanley 
discovered the room in which Tascott lived 
in West Madison street, and there found pa- 
pers stojen from Snell's safe. They were 
partly burned in 4 grate. 


Found Receipt*in Thief’s Toes, 

„Sandy also discovered the perpetrator 
of the Marks “pawnshop robbery "* by 
forcing George Elliott, an old time cracks- 
man, to etrip, and taking from between his 
toes the receipt for the “ ewag from a New 
York “ fene¢e."' 

On the night of the Haymarket riot he nar- 
rowly escaped killing Paul Hull, then a re- 
porter for a morning paper. Hanley was in 
plain clothes at the scene of the bomb ex- 
plosion. After the infernal machine was set 
off hé, like many other policemen, began fir- 
ing. Hull was attempting to flee the scene 
when Hanley placed his revolver against his 
breast and was about to fire when Hull 
gasped: It's me, Sandy.“ barely in time to 
save his life. Hanley's evidence was instru- 
mental lu convicting the anarchists later 
executed, | 
Hull afterward became superintendent of 
second class mall in the Chicago postoffice. 

Hanley was a switchman in the railroad 
strike of 1677, but had no sympathy with the 
walkout and stuck to his job despite threats 
from his fellow union men. 


THEODORE H. WATERMAN DIES. 


Albany, N. T., Grain Broker Who Made 
Million from One Deal Leaves For- 
tune Greatly Reduced. 


Albany, N. T., Sept. 11.—{Special.}—Theo- 
dore H. Waterman, who figured in every 
large grain deal in the last twelve years, 
died here today. 

His corner of the wheat market in 100¥ 
and profit therefrom of 1. 000, 000 brought 
aim into prominence. 

Mr. Waterman was born in Albany in 185v. 
He succeeded his father, Jeremiah Water- 
man, in the grain commission business. 
Two years ago he was said to be worth 
several millions, but his estate was reduced 
to about $800,000 through losses. 


NEW COAL RECORD FOR ILLINOIS 


State Mined 59,885,226 Tons in 1912, 
Worth $70,204,338 — Area Esti- 
mated at 35,600 Square Miles. 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 11. —[Special.)]— 
The production of coal in Illinois in 1912 
reached the total of 59,885,226 short tons, 
with a value at the mines of $70,294,888. 
These are record breaking figures for the 
state, according to E. W. Parker, coal statis- 
tician of the United States geological survey, 
in a report made public today.

QUITS COMMITTEE 


Congressman Anderson Flails 
Democratic Method of 
Framing Legislation. 


HANDS IN RESIGN NATION. 


Leaves Ways and Means Body Be- 
eause of Action on Cur- 
rency and Tariff. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 11.—As the olimax 
of the vigorous Republican condemnation 
of Democratic legislative methods which 
have marked the currency debate, Represent- 
ative Sydney Anderson, Republican, of the 
First Minnesota district, on the floor of the 
house late today resigned as a member of the 
powerful ways and means committee. 

In a speech bitterly assailing legisiation 
through caucus action and partisan consid- 
eration of the Underwood tariff bill and the 
Glass currency bill in committees, Represent- 
ative Anderson declared that the system 
of legislation established nere made his 
efforts on the committee a “farce and @ 
fraud. 

Throughout the day the Republicans had 
criticised the means employed by the Demo- 
crats in framing the currency bill, denounc- 
ing the secret sessions of the banking and 
currency committee majority, and the secret 
sessions of the caucus which indorsed the 
bill. This evening Representative Anderson 
secured the floor and sent his resignation to 
the clerk’s desk to be read. 


Anderson Explains Resignation. 
The house listened in silence, and when 
the Wlerk concluded Mr. Anderson, in @ 

lengthy speech, explained his reasons for 
resigning. 

am induced to resign my membership 
on the committee on ways and means, he 
said, because the rules of this house and 
the system of legisiation in vogue here de- 
prive me of my opportunity for service to 
the country on that committee and because 
my continuance on that committee must be 
construed into an acquiescence in fraud upon 
those who have a right to believe and do be- 
lieve that I have had or shall have some 
part in framing the legislation reported by 
that committee. 

“The rules of the house, written and un- 
written, deprive me of my opportunity for 
service, and the system of legislation, visible 
and invisible, which obtains here, strips me 
of my prerogatives as a representative of 
the people. If the present system continues 
the inevitable result must be that men of in- 
dustry and ability will no longer seek mem- 
bership in the house.“ 


Reviews Course of Tariff Bill. 

He reviewed the course of the tariff bill 
through the ways and means committee and 
the house and said: 

„I have had no part in the framing of the 
tariff bill which passed the house and the 
senate. I shall have none. I am over- 
whelmed, discouraged, disheartened by the 
uselessnese and fruitiessness of it all.“ 

In analysis of the operation of the caucus 
system Mr. Anderson declared that fourteen 
southern states—Alabama, Arkansas, Flor- 
ida,‘ Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, Missisa- 
sippi,. Missouri, North Carolina, Oklahoma, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, and Vir- 
ginia—alone send 129 Democrats to the house 
—enough to control the legislative policy of 
the caucus, and hence of the house. 

Throughout the day the general discussion 
of the currency bill continued, Democrats 
lauding the measure, Republicans indorsing 
parts of it and condemning most strongly the 
provisions forcing national banks into the 
proposed new system and making the new 
reserve notes government obligations. 


Sees Aid to Money Trust.“ 

Representative Lindbergh of Minnesota, 
Progressive, member of the banking com- 
mittee, attacked the bill. He declared it 
would continue the power of the money 
trust and would enable several monopo- 
lists te accumulate in a generation all the 
property possessed by the plain people anc 
in the meantime take all the profits from their 
labor above the amount required for bare 
subsistence. 

„It is perpetuating a system the very pur- 
pose of which is to enable the money loaners, 
rent collectors, dividend beneficiaries, and 
speculators generally to take advantage of 
the actual producers so as to control pro- 
duction and fix prices. 

Representative Rogers of Massachusetts, 
Republican, declared tonight that the Demo- 
crats of the banking and currency commit- 
tee were but “amiable amateurs on cur- 
rency, “and yet they are to tear up by the 
roots the entire banking system of the United 
States, the country whose industries are the 
most colossal and manifold and whose finan- 
cial system is the most complex of any na- 
tion on the globe.”

SHOWS FINANCES’ Aye GOOD. 


Declares Inmates Have | Not Been Over. 
worked or Badly Treated: 


Pontiac, II., Sept. 11.—[Speciel.J—R. A. 
Russell, who has relinquished the position 
of superintendent of the Illinois state re- 
formatory here, today issued the following 
signed statement: 

“I would like to say that char is ‘nothing 
wrong at the institution, notwithstanding the 
controversy that hes arisen. I have neither 
developed into a monster nor is the account 
short. | - 

During my,administration there nas been 
no severe punishment of inmates. No in- 
mates have ever been abused or handled 
roughly, to my knowledge, without imme- 
diate investigation and proper action being 
taken. The record shows that I have had 
over 5,000 interviews with inmates alone in 
my office, and no complaint was ever made 
that was not immediately looked into. 

The inmate goes to work about 7:20 in 
the morning, quits about 11:30 to elean up for 
dinner, goes to work again about 1:15 in the 
afternoon, and quits about 4:30 to clean up 
for supper. 
the inmates spent one-half of the time in 
school. 


Inmates Are Treated Fairly. 

Nothing unreasonable was ever required 
of them by the rules, and we have as humane 
and reasonable and sensible men employed 
as guards, teachers, and instructors as can 
be found anywhere. The inmate has been 
treated fairly. 

“ When I came to this institution on Janu- 
ary 1, 1910, the first thing that was told me 
was that there was an indebtedness of over 
$35,000 against the funds of the institution 
proper. Mark you, that I say an indebted- 
ness, not a shortage. That indebtedness 
has been disposed of, and yesterday I turaed 
over to Mr. Trumbo over $20,000 cash of the 
institution funds proper, for which I hold 
bis receipt. There does not appear a short- 
age from this. 

About April, 1911, in order to have some- 
thing for one class of inmates to do, the 
board of prison industries authorized the 
board of managers of the Illtnoie state re- 
formatory to install a furniture plant. In 
April, 1911, the board of managers instructed 
the general superintendent of the institution 
to proceed with the industry. These two 
boards adopted all the plans and the superin- 
tendent was instructed to follow them. 
About September, 1911, a part of the machin- 
ery was bought and the work was started. 


Business Results in Profit. 

The record shows that the board has pur- 
chased since that time for that department 
7,850 worth of machinery, and the record 
also shows that when all the bills are col- 
lected im the cash received from the trade 
in this line will exceed the cash paid out for 
this entire industry by more than $8,800. 

“ This means that the furniture plant now 
stands to the good more than $16,000, al- 
though we have been running but two years. 
Perhaps an item of interest will be that in 
this department the inmates earned 52.913. 
This amount belongs to them. 

The change would have taken place long 
ago if those who are now at the helm could 
have agreed among themselves. The new 
board was organized at the May meeting. 
They are all splendid men and there was ab- 
solute harmony between the board as it 
exists now and the general supermtendent. 


Why He Offered Resignation. 

“No charges were ever presented to me, 
but matters were in such a state of confusion 
that I told the board of managers at its meet- 
ing last Tuesday I felt that my work for 
the good of the institution was ended and 
offered my resignation, to take effect at once. 
They agreed with me and accepted it with- 
out hesitation and appointed Z. T. Trumbo 
as my successor. He is now in charge of 
the institution. 

Every citizen of this state is interes‘ed 
in this institution, but the institution win 
never accomplish for the state of Illinois 
what it ought to accomplish until the law 
is so changed as to take it out of politics and 
put it clear beyond the reach of petty poli- 
ticilans who care not a fig for the welfare 
of the institution or for its good name.

| Europe Decades Ahead of U. 8. 

In Europe he said this transition had been 
accomplished by a deeper feeling for the 
employé, and in consequence those coun- 
tries were decades ahead of the United 
States in legislation for the protection of the 
lives of working men. 

The ives: of working men count for noth- 
ing in the United States,” he said: ‘“™t seems 
to me that the life of a horse is of more 
value than the life of a human being to our 
manufacturers. If this slaughter does not 
end I do not know what our industrial, com- 
mercial, political, and particularly our hu- 
mane life will come to. 

“I believe in doing something to better 
things today, not tomorrow. 
conclusion many years ago that we should 
work for the better evolution of the society 
in which we live and not for the downfall of 
society.

HOME RULE FIGHT CAUSE. 


Celts Say Association Is Opposed to 
Their Countrymen. 


Representatives of the Irish Fellowship 
club, invited to the entertainment given last 
night at the Auditorium hotel under the 
auspices of the British Empire association, 
refused to attend because, they said, the as- 
sociation was against home rule for Ireland.

There are plenty of Irishmen in this associa- 
tion, loyal to their country and to the asso- 
ciation, and they feel hurt and indignant at 
the unjust charge. 

We are all American citizens here. We 
are not rabid Englishmen and anti-home 


rulers, as the Irish Fellowship board seems | 


to think. Our organization is purely social, 
and we take into our fold any resident of 
the British empire or any son or grandson of 
any man born in the British domains.

It was learned today 
that the customs officers have had no help 
from the Wiborg family in their investiga- 
tions. 

Frank B. Wiborg was secretary to Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Labor Nagel during 
President Taft's administration. Mr. Wiborg 
is influential politically. He came here from 
Cincinnati, where his family moved in the 
most exclusive set. They have a beautiful 
country home at Easthampton, L. I. 

Mrs. Wiborg ia a niece of the late John 
Sherman. One of her sisters married Lieut. 
Gen. Nelson A. Miles and another is Mrs. 
Colgate Hoyt of New York. 


Case Given to U. 8. Attorneys, 

When the trunks brought over from Europe 
by Mrs. Wiborg and her three daughters 
were held up by the customs inspectors last 
Saturday Mr. Wiborg said that the matter 
was of little consequence and was not worth 
mentioning. Officials connected with the 
surveyor’s office wert at first inclined to 
believe Mrs. Wiborg had simply made a mis- 
take in her calculations, but developments 
at the hearing today induced them to turn 
the matter over to the United States attor- 
neys. 

It took the appraisers three days to go over 
the goods in the twenty trunks. Without 
assistance from the Wiborgs the appraisal 
was no easy task. It is said that Mrs. Wi- 
borg's declaraion was $500 worth of dutiable 
goods, but that the appraisers found that 
she had bought $5,000 worth. Most of the 
purchases were of women’s wearing apparel, 
much of which had already been worn, so that 
figuring the present value of the articles in 
this country, it is said that the figure is 
placed at $3,000.

Advisers Consider Ul- 
timatum from Empire. 
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MANY OFFENSES ARE CITED. | 
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Marines Landed at Nanking as Result 


of Outrages. 


PEKING, Sept. 11.—President Yuan Shi 
Kai and his advisers have taken under con- 
sideration the demands made by the Japa- 
nese government, which are tantamount to 
an ultimatum, for the killing of three Japa- 
nese at Nanking, the maltreatment of a con- 
sular messenger, the torture of a Japanese 
lieutenant at Hankow, and the imprison- 


ment for two days of a Japanese lieutenant 


at Shantuneg. 

Japan demands an apology for the insults 
the punishment of 
those responsible, and the payment of an in- 
demnity. 

The Japanese legation says the demands 
represent the minimum to which China must 
agree without delay; otherwise Japan will 
take what action is deemed necessary. A 
member of the legation today said, that if 
the terms were known at Tokio the people 
would consider that the government had be- 
trayed its trust and sacrificed the nation’s 
honor. 


Eager to Settle Question. 
It is thought here that the Japanese gov- 


‘ernment is as anxious to settle the matter 


as the Chinese, afd has presented minimum 
demands in consideration of foreign criti- 
cism and in order that the Chinese govern- 
ment could accede quickly and readily. 

It is understood that one of the Japanese 
demands is for a public apology from Change 
Hsun at the Japanese consulate. Whether 
and how Yuan Shi Kai can persuade this 
independent general, whom he appointed 
governor of Kiang-Su upon Nanking's final 
fall, to comply with the Japanese require- 
ment is, aceording to reliable information, 
troubling the government. 


Japanese Guard at Nanking. 

NANKING, China, Sept. 11.—Japanese 
marines and quickfiring guns are protecting 
the Japanese consulate and guarding the 
Japanese stores in this city, a detachment 
composed of from 100 to 200 men having 
come ashore yesterday from Japanese war- 
ships anchored in the Yang-Tse river. 

The incident which led to the landing of 
this armed force was the looting of Japanese 
shops and the shooting of four Japanese 
subjects, two of whom were killed.

GUARD AGAINST HIS ESCAPE. 


More than Score of Canadians Kept at 
Bay; Jerome Flails Enemy. 


Colebrook, N. H., Sept. 11.—Twenty-five 
Canadians, several of them opponents of 
William Travers Jerome after his arrest 
in Coaticook, Que., last week on a charge of 
gambling, and others from Sherbrooke, 
where Harry K. Thaw received such a re- 
ception in court, have followed the fugitive 
across the border and revived the intense 
partisan feeling so evident while Thaw was 
in the dominion. Jerome denounced one of 
them in public today. 

There was no court proceeding today, 
Thaw's arraignment being put off by mutual 
consent uncil 10 o’clock tomorrow morning. 
Thaw’s lawyers, apparently thinking him 
safer in the custody of the sheriff than at 
large, abandoned their attempt to release 
him on a writ of habeas corpus. 


Increases Guards About Thaw. 

The guards about Thaw’s hotel were in- 
creased tonight from twelve to twenty. All 
were armed and under the direction of Chief 
of Police Kelley. The force was augmented 
in the face of rumors that the Canadian 
contingent might snatch Thaw from Je- 
rome’s hands, at the same time rebuking 
high Dominion officials responsible for 
Thaw’'s sudden deportation. 

Groups of Canadians stood about the ho- 
tel corridors and on the street corners 
throughout the day and closely followed 
Thaw on the two trips he made from his 
foom. The first of these was to the barber 
shop; the second to the office of his chief 
counsel, Thomas Johnson. 


Jerome Hears Abduction Plans. 

Mr. Jerome spoke with a smile tonight of the 
camp followers from across the border, but 
added that he had heard reports that some 
of the more emotional of the Thew sym- 


pathizers had spoken seriously of liberating , 


him. | 

Jerome s denunciation of the partisans from 
Coaticook occurred in the Monadnock house, 
where Thaw is housed. The man, who in- 
terested himself in working up evidence 
against Jerome on the gambling charge of 
which he was accused, asked to be introduced 
to him. Jerome looked him over coldly, then 
spoke acridiy, bitterly of his experience in 
Coaticook, naming the manas the ringleader. 
There was a moment of strained silence, then 
Jerome turned his back. 


Thaw Faces Court Today. 

Unless more delay intervenes, Thaw will 
be brought before Justice Carr in the morn- 
ing on the complaint that be is wented in New 
York for conspiracy. Coungel for New York 
will ask that he be remanded until a requisi- 
tion warrant can be presented to Gov.

PERUVIAN IT ASK FATAL, 


Men Said to Have Been Robbed 
of Guns and Murdered 
by Natives. 


William IL. Page, formerly a teacher in 
Lake View High school, and Wilbur F. Crom- 
er of Evanston, who were commissioned by 
the Peruvian government to explore the 
headwaters of the Amazon, are lost some- 
where in the interior of Peru. 

Dr. Charles S. Page, 1007 Masonic Tem- 
ple, yesterday expressed a fear that the men 
have been slain by natives. Letters from 
government officials at Lima strengthen this 
theory. 

A report of explorers who searched for the 
missing men states that the explorers found 
a group of natives in possession of the guna, 
baggage, and other property of the Amer- 
icans, The natives said the men had given 
them the property in a barter because they 
had no money. Dr. Page pointed out that 
his brother and Cromer had plenty of money 
and there was no occasion for their parting 


with their guns on the eve of going intoa 
wild region. 


Pages Wife Stricken. 

Pages wife, who lives in Kenilworth, is 
stricken with grief, and the other relatives 
of the lost men in the city have almost given 
up hope of hearing from them again. 

Page and Cromer went to Peru in January 
in response to an offer made by the Peruvian 
government. This was to head an expedi- 
tion to lay out a trail between the old Inca 
cities of Chiquita and Pajalen, the Spanish 
names having been given them by the early 
explorers first reaching Peru. When last 
heard from they were in the center of a dis- 
trict rarely visited by white men. 

In return for laying out the trail by which 
the Peruvian government planned to estab- 
lish commercial connection between its Pa- 
cific seaports and Amazon region, tracts of 
land for sixty-three miles along the trail were 
to be given to Cromer, Page, and the other 
members of the expedition, largely composed 
of Peruvians and mestizo Indians. 


Last Word from Page. 

The last direct word received from them 
came to Chicago on Feb. 31, when a letter 
from Page, dated from Cajabamba, was re- 
celved by his brother, Dr. Page. The letter 
in part follows: 

Dear Charles: Well, here I am in Caja- 
bamba, safe over the Black Cordilleras 
of the Andes, and, believe me, I have 
been in some hair curling places. 

Am ~e fine, though I've been in 
the sacc.c 10% hours on each of two con- 
secutive days. Four hours I spent in the 
* oi rain. Am having a won- 
derful trip. WHll try to get across the 
Maranon within three days. 


Explorer Tells of Hunt. 

Several weeks ago a message reached a 
government official at Lima from explorers 
sent to search for the Americans, saying in 
re Meains Arcayo of Celendin told me he had 
in Cuepar, near Condomarca, a con- 
versatlon among several among 
whom were Natividad Paredes and one Rol- 
dan. that the American engineers and Les- 
eafio had gone into the mountains after they 
had released them (the natives in question, 
paying them with guns, knives, and other 
property because they lacked money).

English Union Leader Says Con- 
ditions Worse than Middle Ages 


ADDRESSES LABOR LEAGUE. 


, 


Declares Capitalists Are Opposed te 
Betterment. 


That conditions among the working class 
are worse now than in the middle ages, and 
that the only way in which justice and social 
equality can be brought about is ‘through 
solidarity of action, was the gist of an ad- 
dress last night by Tom Mann, the British 
labor leader. He spoke before the Labor 
league at the North Side Turner hall. 

In the course of his address Mr. Mann 
stated that the capitalist class for cen- 
turies had been in control of the greatest 
institutions of all countries—religion, edu- 
cation, and government. All these have 
been subsidized to serve the interests of the 
capitalists, he said, who as a whole have no 
interest in bettering the working class. 

“It ie by getting control of the greatest 
institution of all that the working class— 
which means over 90 per cent of the people 
will come into its own,” said Mr. Mann. 
“That institution is the place where the 
labor of the working class is performed. 
And the only way in which this control may 
be obtained is by solidarity—concerted ac- 
tion. 

Perhaps the capitalists will say: But 
that will not be right.” You can answer: 
Tou have been teaching us what is right 
and wrong for years, but from your own 
standpoint. Now we are going to do what 
we see is right.“ They will say: But it 
isn't legal.“ Your reply will be: But the 
laws are not for our benefit, but for yours.’ 
And then they will say: But it is against 
your country.“ The answer to this is: We 
haven't any country—it’s yours.’ 

Mr. Mann said solidarity had brought the 
working class of England not so much 
nearer to heaven, but a little, further from 
hell.“ 

Next Sunday he will speak at the North 
Side Turner hall before the painters’ union. 


EXPRESS CAR SAFE ROBBED: 
THIEVES OBTAIN $71,900. 


Seale Unbroken When Carrier Arrives 
in Savannah, but Large Sum in 
Cash Is Missing. 


Savannah, Ga., Sept. 11.—[Special.]~A steel 
safe containing $71,900 in cash en route from 
New York to banks at Savannah, Bruns- 
wick, Albany, and Valdosta, Ga., was en- 
tered somewhere between Jersey City and 
Savannah and the cash extracted. 

The safe arrived in Savannah with seals 
unbroken, but the money was missing. 

The consignment was in the care of the 
Southern Express company and the Adams 
Express company. The safe was delivered 
by the Adai.s Express to the Southern at 
Jersey City.

EXCESS OF GRASS CUTTERS

A total of 345 workers are to be separated 
from the Sanitary district payroll. At least, 
Trustee Sullivan promised Trustees Clark 
and Paullin at a board meeting yesterday 
that such action will be taken. Clark had 
presented a resolution designed to find out 
why the district had so many employés 
and what they were doing. 

“ You don't mean that 345 will be fired from 
the regular roll?’ Trustee Paullin asked. 

“I do,” Trustee Sullivan replied. 

Won't you take them off the suppressed 
pay roll—the one that le never printed?” 
Paullin asked. 

Sullivan replied in the negative and then 
went on to say that he was more familiar 
with the work of the district than the two 
Republican trustees. Trustee Hazard fol- 
lowed with: 

I am surprised at such tactics. It seems 
Trustee Clark is always trying to embarrass 
the majority trustees.’’ 


How Many Grass Cutters? 

It should not embarrass any trustee to 
answer a pertinent question regarding the 
size of the pay roll, Clark replied. “ If Mr. 
Sullivan is so well informed, will he say 
whether he knew the district has seven grass 
cutters around the Wilmette pumping sta- 
tion? ’’ 

No,“ Sullivan replied; but the grass had 
to be cut.

IRMINGHAM, Eng., Sept. 11.—A strong 
attack on modern education, made by 
Prof. Ernest Howard Griffiths, professor 
of philosophy at the University of South 
Wales and Monmouthshire, was the fea- 


ture at today’s session of the British Associa- 


‘thon for the Advancement of Science. 


Prof. Griffiths claimed it was difficult to find 
‘evidence of improvement in any way commen- 
surate with the increase in the amount of 
‘money spent on education. The assumption that 
‘all children were fitted to profit by more than 
the rudiments of an academic education was 
‘responsible for this, he said. He contended that 
state aid in higher education should be restrict- 
ed to those children able to profit by such help. 

The speaker denounced the “conspiracy of si- 
lence on sexual instruction,” and then turned to 
the Boy Scouts.

I believe the Boy Scout movement is render- 
ing a greater service than our complicated state 
machinery in preparing boys for their struggle 
in life,” he safd. “Gen.. Sir Robert Saden- 
Powell, founder of the British organization of 
Boy Scouts, is the greatest educator of our 
time. I would like to see Gen. Baden-Powell 
appointed minister of education, with plenary 
powers for a decade.” 2 

Every effort should be made, the speaker said, 
to demonstrate to the workers their indebted- 
ness to science and to make them understand 
that their security, comfort, and health were 
the fruits of scientific research.

PROFESSOR AND ENGINEER 
HELD FOR ALLEGED LARCENY. 


F. A. Rogers of Lewis Institute and Ed- 
son O. Sessions Accused of Retaining 
Patent Batteries, 


Fred A. Rogers of 618 North Elmwood ave- 
nue, Oak Park, a professor of electrical engi- 
neering at Lewis institute, and Edson O. Ses- 
sions of 5022 Sheridan road, a consulting engi- 
neer with an office in room 851 Marquette 
building, were taken to the detective bureau 
late yesterday on charges of larceny by 
bailee, John D. Knyaston, a guest at the 
Majestic hotel, took out the warrants. 

Knyaston says he invented seventeen elec- 
tric batteries and turned them over to Prof. 
Rogers to have them tested and exhibited at 
the institute. He says he has been unable 
to regain the batteries.

E. G. T.: Lemon juice ts good for removing 
freckles on either the hands or face. It is a 
mild bleach and will not harm the skin. But- 
ter milk is also good. Try the buttermilk or

Battling Loatisome Pests. 

For years I battled with bedbugs, introduced 
into my family by various means, and for long, 
long months fought a losing fight. I have been 
rid of them for six years, and I shall tell you 
how it came to pass. In the first place, few 
persons would think that a coiled spring might 
contain eggs, especially when you use wooden 
springs. But they do! By moving the spring to 
another room I got them in there, and with the 
comforters also, so I had them in three rooms, 
I soaked the springs for half an hour or 80, 
then scrubbed them with a whiskbroom, so that 
every egg was destroyed. Then I painted the 
bedstead WWe, except the varnished sarts. The 
slats are the worst places for eggs. I painted 
them white and varnished the rest. I covered 
my mattress with white stuff. It was summer, 
so I used sheets an bedspreads to cover with. 
Everything white! 1 then could see the first 
one that came back. 

“We papered the rooms. With a wooden bed 
do not overlook the place where the iron pieces 
come out. I took the wooden piece off, painted 
the iron and all around it, then put it back.

Well, after all my work was done I went into 


the room the next morning to find at least 
twenty-five of the biggest bedbugs I ever saw 
in my life! I got a pan of gasoline, took a piece 
of paper, and made them all hop ins I did that 
every morning for a while. I washed the mat- 
tress cover (white), so if any eggs had been 
laid I could destroy them. It is important to 
have your mattrese covered with white goods, 
and sewed up tightly, too. You see I coaxed 
them all out of the walls. After that, when I 
had company, or any one slept in the beds, I 
would look right away. Dverything being white, 
I found two twice and one another time. (Look 
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immediately after a sleeper arises, if possible.) 
1 have never had to clean on account of the 
pests again, and I am thankful. Care must be 
taken when gasoline is used. M. S.“

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hot sirup comes into direct contact with it 
when the jar is filled it would account in part 
for the peculiar taste. I am melined to doubt 
if the objectionable flavor proceeded from that 
cause if rubbers and tops were perfectly cleaned 
and sterilized at the time of canning. It would 
be impossible if the rubber were fitted into the 
upright ridge of glass forming the top of the 
jar and the cover overlapped the rubber instead 
of being pressed flat upon it. I pass along

“Please give me a formula fon making vine 
gar. C. E. W.“ 
Honest, wholesome vinegar that owes noth- 
ing to the interference of chemical agencies is 
made by pouring cider into a wooden tub or 
large earthenware crock, and tying mosquito 
netting over the top to exclude insects and 
dust, then setting the vessel in a rather warm 
(not hot) place and letting it make itself. When 
it is sour and still, rack it off, strain, and bottle 
it. Some think it improved by the addition of a 
little’ sugar to the apple juice. I have glways 
been content with.the product of the above 
process.

Put more fresh water upon the peel 
and boil until tender; add one cup and a half of 
sugar, and leave it to boil until most of the 
sirup is cooked away. Set aside until cool, then 
dip each piece of orange peel into sugar 
and put into a jar. Put away until ready to 
use. I hope those who use this recipe will 
have the same success as Mrs. C. J.”
